Krunkfort. — For expenditures tn the 
protection of water blieds of naviga- 
ble streams from forest flreB the Stale 
(•'nrrHtry Department of Kentucky haa 
•>•« I $4,000 from the federal gov- 
ernment, nnd It will be used this year 
lor lli:it purpose. 

The appropriation is made under the 
Weeks law, whloh provides that tho 
protection afforded must be eonflned 
to forested water shed* of navigable 
streams, the slate must provide a law 
for a system of fire protection, and 
hat the expenditures provided under 
the law shall not be greater than the 
Jttiount appropriated by the state for 
the same purpose. 

Kentucky Is placing herself in the 
van of this Important movement look- 
tug toward the protection of her for 
eat resources and the conservation 
and regulation of the navigable waters 
of the state, depending on the forests. 

Slnre the passage of the law by the 
last general assembly creating a atate 
board of forestry, authorising the em- 
ployment of a atate forester, and pro- 
viding for an adequate forest policy 
In the state, Kentucky is in excellent 
;x>sitlon to tuke advantage of the fed- 
eral government's aid, and the atate 
torester ia at the present time arrang- 
ing the preliminary details with a 
view to having the co-operative, agree- 
ment betwevn the federal government 
•nd the hi ate perfected before the Are 
reason within the state begins. 

In accordance with the previous 
practice of the federal government, 
most of the funds allotted Kentucky 
will be expended in the employment 
of fire patrolmen and lookouts In those 
sections of the state where experience 
has showns the danger from fire Is

Circuit Court Qlves Order*. 

The Franklin Circuit Court grant- 
ed to J E. Williams a man- 
datory injunction, requiring Gov. Mc- 
creary to Issue to him a commission 
as County Judge of Mr.Creary county. 
The case will be immediately ap- 
pealed, as Gov. MrCreary staled that 
he desired a court decision on the 
question Involved In the construction 
of the Act of 1912, creating the new 
county. 

The act anthorir.ed Gov. McCreary to 
t a full complement of officials 
ated that 
the next 

regular county election. While the 
regulur election lust November came 
after the creation of the county and 
the appointment of officials, If was not 
the year In which county officials ate 
elected generally in Kentucky. Coun- 
ty officials over the state will be 
elected next November, and Gov. Mc- 
Creary construed the law to mean that 
the otflciuls he appointed Should hold 
until that time. M 

The llepubllcnns In MFCreary coun- 
ty nominated a ticket fjTfill the vacan- 
cies until next November and the re- 
turns showing that Williams hod re- 
ceived ■ majority of the votes of the 
county, were cortifled to the Governor, 
who refused to Issue the commission. 
Williams then asked the court for a 
mandatory injunction. 



Rules on New County Officers. 

Judge Stout In the Franklin circuit 
court sustained a demurrer to the- an- 
swer of State Treasurer Thomas Rhea 
In the suit of Commission of Agricul- 
ture J. W.. Newman to compel the 
treasurer to stamp as Interest-bearing 
a warrant for $30,000 issued by the 
state auditor In favor of the state fair 
board. The warrant was issued under 
an appropriation made by the general 
assembly In 1912 to pay off notes of 
the sjAte fair, paymenj of which had 
been guarantee) by sixty Louisville 
business men. The case will bo ap- 
pealed. 

Judge Stout's opinion was not writ- 
ten. He held that the treasurer was 
purely a ministerial ofOcer and must 
honor warrauts Issued by ihAjattMas

Judge Stout decided that the act of 
1912 requiring the state to pay for 
bonds of state officials Is Invalid, as it 
was not signed by the president of the 
jnuate. A test suit was filed in the 
name of State Superintendent Barks- 
dale Hamlett, who submitted his bond 
for approval and payment of the pre- 
mium. The case will be appealed.

Will Keep Accounts at Penitentiary. 

The individual accounts of prison- 
srs in the State Reformatory aud the 
Eddyvllle penitentiary will be kept by 
the warden.* instead of by the audit- 
or's office. This plan was agreed upon 
at ■ conference between State Auditor

Washington —The Progressive party 
has started Ita actual campaign work 
for tha year 1916 and what the mem- 
bers of the party Intend to do ought 
to have Its Interest for Democrats and 
Republicans with their own campaigns 
ahead of them. Headquarter* have 
Just been opened by the Progressives 
In Washington and from this city the 
oampalgn of publicity will be directed. 

The Progressives here say their 
party Is breaking precedent, for "It la 
the first time In the history of polit- 
ical organisation* that campaigning 
with an eye to the future has been 
carried on during the months that the 
politicians usually call stagnant." 

Walter F. Brown of Ohio will be In 
charge of Progressive headquarter* In 
New York city, and work along dif- 
ferent lines will be carried on simul- 
taneously from the metropolis snd the 
capital. It la announced that the 
"Progressive Bulletin" will contsln, in 
addition to the news of the party, ar- 
ticles of "a proper propaganda spirit," 
written by men snd women, known 
to the country for their work along 
lines of political, 
sociological 

It la the Intention of the Progres- 
sives to start at once an organization 
In every county In the United States. 
Of course many of the counties In tho 
state* where the Progressive vote last 
fall was heavy, already have 
ganlzed. but there are man 
in the land where Progreselvlsm at 
the last election seem to make little 
mark either on the ballot* or on the 
public mind. Senator Dixon and 
those who were associated with him in 
the last campaign »ay that "there will 
be no obstacle too great to be over- 
come In the work of unifying the party 
and giving It strength In the four cor- 
ner*.' " 

Social Service and Suffrage. 

The Progressive party men here an- 
nounce the intention at once of ap- 
proaching the high cost of living prob- 
lem with a view to finding the an- 
swer. Charles 8. Bird, who ran for 
governor^ of Maasachijetts pn the Pro- 
.-m'.swt >-£nr 
. head of the' bureau, which 
has the cost of living matters In 
charge. 

It Is the Intention of the Progres- 
sive party, the leaders *ay. to con- 
tinue Its aoclal .ervlce endeavor In 
every field, and Jane Addam* of Chi- 
cago, ha* been made the director of 
this branch of the work. Social serv 
>ce. the Progressive* *ay. mean* much 
to those who have little opportunity 
to do for them*elves. Some of the 
Progressive* are ready to claim that 
one of the chief sources of strength 
for the new party will be found In It* 
determination to labor along eocial 
service lines. 

It Is probable that France* Kellar 
of New York city will direct Progres- 
slve service In the field of suffrage 
and In some of the other fields, which 
are not recognized specifically as be 
ing within the province of social serv- 
ice as the term ususlly Is understood. 

It Is the Intention of the Progres- 
sives as annouueed at the "restart" 
ot their work that In 1914 there shall 
be a Progressive candidate nominated 
lu every congressional district In the 
country, and that tho same year shall 
see tickets In the field in every county 
and In the country, where an election 
1* to be held. Washington believes 
that the Progressive action will start 
the Democrat* and the Republicans at 
the work of almost immediate cam- 
paigning for the congressional elec- 
tion one year from next fall. 

Senate Committee* a Problem. 
Other dispatches from Washington 
have called attention to the deep ln- 
wlilch there i* In tbe senate In 
to the question of who.

meeting, telling of Lincoln'* sol- 
emn vow and Da consummation. 
Thla li the etory of thnt day aa 
told by Salmon 1*. Chase, «<h ro- 
tary of the treasury: 
To department about nine 
State department meaaenger came with notice to 
heads of departmenta to meet at twelve. Re- 
ceived sundry caller*. Went to the White Mouse 
Ml the members of the cabinet were In attend- 
ance. There waa aome general talk, and the 
president mentioned that Artemua Ward had tent 
him hla book. Proposed to read a chapter which 
he thought very funny. Read It, and aeemed to 
enjoy It very much; the heade alto (except 
Stanton), of courae. The chapter waa "High 
handed Outrage at I'tlca." The prealdent then 
took a graver tone, and said: 

"Oentlemen: 1 have, as you are aware, thought 
a great deal about the relation of this war to 
slavery ; and you all remember that, several 
weeke ago. I read to you an order that 1 prepared 
on this subject, which, on account of objections 
made by aome of you. was not Issued. Ever 



alnce then my mind has been much occupied with 
thla subject, and I have thought, all along, that 
the time for acting on It might probably come 
I think the time has come now. I wish It was a 
better time. I wish that we were In a better con- 
dition The action of the army against the reb- 
els has not been quite what I should have best 
liked. 

"When the rebel army was at Frederick. I de- 
termined, as soon aa it should be driven out of 
Maryland, to Issue a proclamation of emancipa- 
tion, such as I thought most likely to be useful 
I said nothing to any one. but I made the prom- 
ise to myself and (hesitating a little) to my Mak- 
er. The rebel army Is now driven out. and I 
am going to fulfil that promise. 

"I have got you together to hear what I have 
down I do not wish your advice about 
matter, for that I have determined for 
This I say without intending anything 
but respect for any one of you. Hut I already 
know the views of each on this question They 
have been heretofore expressed, and I have con 
side red them as thoroughly and carefully as 1 
can. What 1 have written is that which my re- 
flections have determined me to say. If there is 
anything In the expressions I use, or in any 
minor matter, which any one of you tlilnks had 
best be changed. I shall be glad to receive the 
suggestions 

"One other observation I will make 1 know 
very well that many others might. In thla matter 
as In others, do better than I can: and If I »an 
satisfied that the public eonfldenre was more 
fully possessed by any one of ttie;.-. than by me 
and knew of any constitutional way In which he 
could be put in my place, he should have It. I 
would gladly yield It to him Hut. though I be 
llevo that I have not so much the confidence of 
the people as I had some time since. I do not 
know that all tiling considered, any other per- 
son has more: and. however this may be. there 
Is no way In which I can have any other man put 
I am 1 am here: I must do the best I can. 
ear the responsibility of taking the course 
I feel I ought to take." 

proceeded to read hla 
j ma: Ion. making remarks on 
several parts aa he went on. and showing 
that he bad fully considered the whole subject. 
In all the lights under which It had 
ed to him After h« had 
ard said 

"The general question having been decided, 
nothing can be said farther about that Would 
It not. however, make the proclamation more 
dear and decided to leave out all reference to 
the act being sustained during the Incumbency of 
the present president: and not merely say that 
the government 'recognizes' but that It will main- 
tain, the freedom It proclaims?" 

I followed, saving: 

"■Thai you have said. Mr. President, fully 



satisfies me that you have given to every proposi- 
tion which has been made a kind and candid con- 
sideration. And you have now expressed the con- 
clusion to which you have arrived clearly and 
distinctly. This It was your right, and, under 
your oath of office, your duty to do. The procla 
matlon does not. Indeed, mark out exactly the 
course 1 would myaelf prefer. Out I am ready 
to take It Just as It la written, and to stand by it 
with all my heart. I think, however, the sugges- 
tions of Governor Seward very Judicious, and 
shall be glad to have tbera adopted." 

The president then asked us severally our 
opinions aa to the modification proposed, saying 
that he did not care much about the phrases he 
had used. Every one favored the modification, 
and It was adopted. Governor Seward then pro- 
posed that, in the passage relating to coloniza- 
tion, some language should be introduced to 
show that the colonization proposed was to be 
only with the consent of the colonists and the 
consent of the states in which colonies might be 
attempted. This, too. was agreed to, and no 
hi lit -r modification was proposed. 

Gideon Welles, secretary of the navy, also re- 
corded In his diary the eveuts of that day. He. 
too. alluded to the solemn covenant Lincoln had 
made, to free the slaves In the event of a victory. 
The victory had come, and Lincoln had made up 
his mind This Is Welles' narrative, written un- 
der date of September 'IZ \ 

A special cabinet meeting. Tho subject was 
the proclamation for emancipating tho slaves 
after a certain date. In states that shall then be 
In rebellion For several week* the subject has 
kSJSM suspended, but t):e president says never lost 
sight of. When It was submitted, and now. In 
taking up the proclamation, the president stated 
that the question was finally decided, the act and 
the consequences were his. but that he felt it 
due to us to make ua acquainted with the fact 
and to Invite criticism on the paper which he 
had prepared. There were, he had found, not 
unexpectedly, some differences in the cabinet, 
but he had after ascertaining In his own way 
the views of each and all. Individually and collec- 
tively, formed bis own conclusions and made his 
own -decisions 

In the course of the discussion on this paper, 
which was long, earnest, and, on the general 
principle involved, harmonious, he remarked 
that he had made a vow. a covenant, that If God 
gave us the victory In the approaching battle, he 
would consider It an Indiratloo of Olvtne Wtll, 
and that It was bis duty to move forward In the 
cause of emancipation. It might be thought 
strange, he ssld. that he had In this way submit- 
ted the disposal of matters when tbn way was 
not clear to bis mind what he should do. God 
had decided this question In favur of the slaves. 

He was satisfied it was right, was confirmed 
and atrengthehned In bin action by the vow and 
the results. His mind was fixed, hi* decision 



but he wished his paper announcing his 
in terms as It could be mads 
without any change in the determination. He 
read tin document.

It was then handed to the secretary of state to 
publish tomorrow. 

After this. Itlalr remarked that he considered 
it proper to say he did not concur in the ex- 
pediency of the measure at this time, though ho 
approved of the principle, and should, therefore, 
wish to file his objections. He stated at some 
length his views, which were substantially that 
te ought not to put In greater Jeopardy the pa- 
triotic element in the border states, that the re- 
sults of this proclamation would be to carry over 
those states en masse to the Secessionists as 
soon as It was read, and that there was also a 
class of partisans in the free states endeavoring 
to revive old parties, who would have a club put 
Into their hands of which they would avail them- 
selves to heat the administration. 

The president said he had considered the dan- 
ger to be Rpprebended from the first objection.

The question of power, authority, in the gov- 
eminent to set free the slaves wsb not much dls- 
cussfd at this meeting, but had been canvassed 
bv tt.e president In private conversation with the 
members Individually. Some thought legislation 
advisable 1 before the step was taken, but con- 
gress wai clothed with no authority on this sub- 
ject, nor Is the executive, except under the war- 
power— military necessity, martial law. when 
there can be no legislation. This was the view 
which I took when the president first presented 
the subject to Seward and myself Inst summer, 
as we were returning from the funeral cf Stan- 
ton's child— a ride of two or three milfcs from 
beyond Georgetown. Seward waa at that time 
not at nil communicative, and. I think, not will- 
ing to advise, though he did not dissent from the 
movement. 

It is momentous, both in Its immediate and re- 
mote results, and an exercise of extraordinary 
power, which cannot be justified on mere hu- 
manitarian principles, and would never have been 
attempted, but to preserve the national existence 
The slaves must be with us or against us In the 
war. Let us have th«*m. These were my convic- 
tions, and this the drift of the discussion. 

The effect which the proclamation will hnvo 
on the public mind Is a matter of some uncer- 
tainty In some respects it would. I think, have 
been better to have Issued It when formerly first 
considered. 

There Is an Impression that Seward has op- 
posed and Is opposed to. the measure I have 
not been without that Impretslon myself, chiefly 
from tits hesitation to commit hlm^.lf, and per- 
haps because action was suspended on his sug 
gestlon. But In tho final discussion he has a* 
cordially supported tho measure as Chase. 

For myself the subject has. from Its magnitude 
and Its consequences, oppressed me. aside from 
the ethical features of the question It I* a *tep 
in the progress of this war which will extend 
Into the distant future A favorable termination 
of this terrible conflict seems more remote with 
every movement, and unless the rebels hasten 
to avail themselves of the alternative presented, 
of which I see little probability, the war can 
scarcely be other than one of emancipation to 
the slave, or subjugation, or submission to their 
rebel owners. 

There to In the free states a very general Im- 
pression that this measure will Insure a speedy 
peace. I cannot say that I so view It. No one In 
those states dare advocate peace aa s means of 
prolongl.tg slavery, even If It Is his honest opin- 
ion, ami the pecuniary, Industrial, and social 
sacrlflco Impending will Intensify the struggle 
before us. While, however, these dark clouds 
are shove and around us, 1 cannot see how the 
subject csn be avoided. Perhaps It Is not de- 
sirable It should be It Is. however, an arbitrary 
and despotic measure In the cause of freedom 



TO PROTECT INSECT EATERS 



Measure Reasonably Sure of 
by Congress for Preservi 
of Little Birds. 



One of the three bills pending In 
congress for the protection of birds 
Is reasonably sure of passage, be- 
cause public sentiment, in the first 
place, is against the destruction of 
birds, and, secondly, because there Is 
an Important economic reason for the 
enactment of strong laws in this dl 
rectlon. Officials of the biological sur- 
vey of the department of agriculture 
estimate that 20 per cent, of the aver 
ace annual crops of the country is 
destroyed by Insects. Away back as 
far as 1904 It was found that the dam- 
age done through the ravages of In- 
sects amounted to $420,000,000. This 
Is a direct loss to the uation, and one 
which must have a very appreciable 
effect In determining the price of prod 
ucts. The farmer must depend on the 
birds more than any other agency to 
eliminate this loss, yet tho bird slaugh-

DEHORNING IS NO T PAINFUL 

Is Not Difficult When Clip* 
per Is Used, Taking Horn Off 
Without Crushing. 

(By C. E. HRASHKAR. Missouri College 
of Agriculture.) 
Dehorning Is not the painful opera- 
tion it used to be. The clipper Is 
taking the place of tho dehorning 
saw. Its advantages are that It is 
more quickly operated and It gives 
the animal less pain. 
I It has tho further advantage thnt 
tho closo confinement of tho animal 
necessary for the operation of tho 
saw is not needed In the use of the 
clipper. It is used successfully with- 
out a dehorning chute. 

The animal Is tied to a tree with a 
rope, passed around the neck. A ring 
with a rope attached is placed In the 
nose and pulled In the direction oppo- 
o. This throws {he head 
n position for dehorning. ) 

The horn is more often cut too high 
than too close. In fact, it Is hard to 
cut tho horn too close, and the horn 
cuts easier low. Tho wound also heals 
quicker and the head la given a nicer 
shape. A ring of skin should bo tak- 
en off with the horn. 

It is a good plan to grease the clip- 
pers with grease that Is mixed with 
some disinfectant, such as creoline. 

The best clipper on the market has 
V-shaped notches in the blades. It 
i clips the horn off easily, without 
I crushing. The knife with straight 
I edges tends to crush the horn and is 
i harder to operate.

If fowls aro too cloBely confined, 
ihey will constantly be striving to get 
at liberty they will try to fly over 
the highest fences, and In every way 
show how well they love the range 
of field and pasture. Such uneasiness 
and anxiety to get out militate against 
their good health, and a hen that Is 
not in good health will not lay eggs, 
cays tho New York Farmer. They 
should, therefore, have all the space 
that may be allowed them, anil this 
may not be furnished at all, then how 
much more important it is that one 
does not keep too many fowls con- 
fined within the limit of the poultry 
Iioubo exclusively. 

However well the poultryman mpy

Kerosene Emulsion. 

Kerosene emulsion, one of the best 
mixtures to use In combatting mites 
in the poultry house, is made by mix- 
log two gallons of kerosene oil.

Farmers Should Keep Horsss In 
Proper Condition In Wlntsr by 
Keeping Them at Work. 

(By Wll.l.IAM A. FRRHHOFF ) 

Most farmers do not get full Mt of 
their horses through failure to pro- 
vide work for them during the winter 
months There Is generally not much 
doing on the farm then, except per- 
haps hauling of a little produce to 
town, dragging In the logs for fire- 
wood and scattering manure on the 
snowy fields. 

Altogether they are kept Idle for 
■o many days that the average num- 
ber of hours worked per day for a 
year is even less than two, 
those days In sumn 
is the rule for man 

This condition is unp 
an economic point of view, 
the standpoint of the horse's health. 

Heavy drafters In good flesh and 
fed liberally on oats and timothy will 
need exercise and plenty of It to keep 
in fair health during the winter. They 
will need warm stables properly ven- 
tilated; there must be no oement or 
other damp floors for them to lie on: 
there must be plenty of air and sun- 
shine. 

One winter we fed scarcely uny- 
thlng but straw and just a little grain 
and the horses came through in bet- 
ter shape than those of a neighbor 
who fed liberally, but who did not 
have any more work for hia horses 
than we had. There was not so much 
rich stuff to poison the blood. 

I know of a farmer who regularly 
hires a teamster to take his magnifi- 
cent drafters out Into the employ of 
the local Ice company and so keeps 
ihem busy during the winter An- 
other engages his «wo teams in tbn 

pose. 

Neither of these men make very 
much money through the deal, but 
they force their horses to pay for 
their winter board and to corns 
through In splendid shape lor the 
summer's heavy grind. 



STAPLE FOOD FOR POULTRY 

Grain Is Beneficial to AM Farm Fowls, 
but Variety Is Necessary for 
Egg Production. 

Grain Is the staple food for poul- 
try, and will oe used for that purpose 
as long as fowls are kept on farms: 
but hens can not give good results 
ou grain alone. It is beneficial to 
Ihem and will be at all times rel- 
ished, but the demands of the hens 
are such as to call for a variety. In 
the shells of eggs as well as their 
composition are Beveral forms of min- 
eral matter and nitrogen, which can 
only be partially obtained from grain. 

Even grains vary in copwt"*i 
and when fowls are fed on i 
for a long time, they will begin AT ft?" 
fuse It. as they may be oversupjilied 
with the elements of the food par 
taken and lack tho elements thnt are 
best supplied from some other source. 
For this reason they will accept a 
change of food, which Is of itself 
an evidence that the best result* 
from hens can only be obtained by 
a variety of food Corn and wheat 
may be used as food with advantage, 
but must be given as a portion of 
the ration and not made oxclusi :v ar- 
ticles of diet.

Army and Navy Offlctrs Several 
Years Ago Proved We Could Not 



Now Waking Up.

Washington.- Congress has awak- 
ened to what it thlnka la the neces- 
sity of additional rortlflcatlona on the 
Atlantic and Pacific coaata. The ap- 
propriations committee of the houae 
haa recommended that them be in- 
cluded in the fortifications bill the 
sum of $200,000 to start the work of 
providing groat batteries of 14 Inch 
guns at San Pedro, which Is the har- 
bor of Los Angeles, and it has recom- 
mended aUo that $150,000 be appro- 
priated to aecure land at Cape Henry 
at the entrance to Chesapeake bay, 
where another great fortification will 
be erected in the near future. 

There Is history connected with 
the efforts to aecure the emplacement 
of heavy guns at theao two harbor 
and In ita way It has lu- 
Touchlng the western coast 
in the vicinity of Ix>s Angeles, It 
may be remembered that Just prior 
to the close of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration it was feared that thia coun 
try was on the verge of trouble with 
Japan. At that time army and navy

Tho army officers connected with 
the war college in Washington and 
naval officers connected with the one 
at Newport worked out Jointly a prob- 
lem in warfare. It was a "game" In 
a way which was played. On one 
side of tho table was Japan and on 
the other as its opponent was the 
United States, and the moves were 
made by experts at the game of war.

What the War Game Disclosed,

Gardner's Sea Hospital Bill. 

Representative A. P Gardner.. Re- 
publican, of Massachusetts, expects 
Democratic support for his bill pro- 
viding for a federal hospital ship 
to sail with the Gloucester and sur- 
gical aid to sick or Injured sailors. 
Progressive-Republicans in the house 
believe that If this bill passes 
It can be used as a precedent 
to provide federal aid for workmen 
In other Industries, like the mills and 
the mines, and they say It will be 
an entering wedge for humanitarian 
endeavor on the part of I'ncle Sam.

Marine Hospitals a Precedent. 

I'ncle Sam himself has a precedent 
for giving federal aid to injured work- 
ers. In 1798 by an act of congress 
the marine hospital fund was creat- 
ed to maintain hospitals for tho rare 
of disabled seamen employed ou ships 
Hying the American flag For nearly 
half a century the federal government 
gave free medical attendance to sal 
lors. but In 184B by another act of 
congress • system of Industrial Insur 
twice. In principle exactly like the 
Lloyd George insurance act of Eug 
land, was adopted. The. master of 
each ship was required to keep back 
from the wages or each sailor 
forty ceuts a month. This sum was 
to pay. In part, ror the maintenance 
or a marine hospital 

In 1884 these deductions were dis- 
continued, and a tonnage tax Instead 
was Imposed upou the owners or the 
vessels In 1902 this tax lu turn was 
discontinued, the deficiency being 
mado up from a straight approprla 
tlon. Today the marine hospitals of 
the ITnlted States public health serv 
Ice still give free medical and surgi- 
cal aid to sailors, but the sailor mubt 
come ashore before he can be treated 
The Gardner proposition would wide- 
ly extend the scope and usefulness of 
the hospital service, bringing It hun 
dreda of miles out Into the ocean to 
the very bunk or the sick

The hen Is a machine, nicely 
built and properly adjusted, and the 
caretaker musl be ramillar with this 
egg-machine in order to secure the 
greatest profit per fowl. 

The variety kept has very little to 
do with the possible profit per rowi. A 
flock of Plymouth Rocks may be made 
to yield greater returns than a flock 
or Leghorns per capita. True It Is 
that some varieties are better egg pro- 
ducers than others, but It is also true 
that some varieties are better meat 
producers than others. No one va- 
riety has a monopoly on advantages 
or profit-paying qualities. There is no 
variety without some redeeming fea-

tures that can be bo managed by the 
skillful poultry keeper as to bring 
good returns. 

The basis of profit does not rely up- 
on what branch of poultry keeping one 
follows. There are chances In every 
line, eggs, meat and fancy. The ordi- 
nary profit secured in any one of 
thesn branches can be doubled, or 
trebled, by the skill and intelligence 
of the caretaker. 

The regular profit of one dollar per 
fowl seems to satisfy the average 
poultryman. This Is wrong, for no 
one should be satisfied in any line of 
work, but constantly striving for bet- 
ter results and larger profits. Two 
and three dollars per fowl Is a possi- 
ble profit and la being attained by 
Borne meqjn t 
day. 

The secret does not lie In the fowl 

or the variety, but In 
brain. Let us all study 
fully the rules and principles that 
govern poultry culture.

beat hens to breed from These are 
birds that not only show good charac- 
teristics of the brand, but also havs 
done good laying as putleU. 

Trap nests have been the guide, and 
the«. are uaed as a rule from Jan- 
nary 1st to June Ut. And again from 
October 1st to the end of tbe year. 
Occasionally they are used In some 
■ens tbe entire year, but that ia done 
only where a special test Is made of 
a new selection or a new breed. 

Whst ws mostly wish to know Is 
not how many egg* a hen will lay In 
■ year, but how many she will lay In 
tbe winter when the prices of eggs 
are the highest. From the latter 
stock we breed. During the summer 
months the traps are discarded, and 
only tbe open ousts used. 

Now, by selecting our best cold- 
weather layers and breeding from 
them, we each year Increase our win- 
ter egg supply. There Is more money 
in It and It Is a fact that our hens 
nave, In consequence of our careful 
selection of winter layers, become 
poor summer layers, a condition we 
would rather have them in than to 
have great year-around records and a 
poor constitution In consequence. 

Tly the use of traps and careful ae- 
Iscllon of the breeding stock any 
breed con be brought up to do pro-

Uflc work. Ws tried the experiment 
with Brahmas. and as a result have a 
strain that is doing remarkable work. 

One bird in particular, as a pullet, 
tatd 100 egga from Jan. 1st to June 
Ut. Aa a two-year-old hen she. did 
not begin laying Tintll February Gth. 
s.ut laid 14 eggs from that date to the 
end of the month. 

During the 81 days of March she 
laid 21 eggs: In the 30 days of April 
she laid 21 eggs, and In the 31 day? 
of May laid 25 eggs; making a total 
of 81 eggs In 114 days. 

We mention this Individual case 
•to *Tkjw the progress that can be 
made in careful trap-nesting and In a 
Judicious selection of breeding stock. 

It each year we gradually build up 
the records of our flock and keep a 
close eye to the thrift and hardineas 
of the offspring, we show that even 
I trail ma- so generally classed as 
poor and Indifferent layers— can be 
made to becomo prolific winter-egg 
producers. 

Now where the grent danger comes 
in Is this ambition to secure 200-egg 
layers as a flock. The flock is quite 
frequently forced by condiments, 
meat and other highly stimulating 
articles of food. 

While it will, In many cases, pro- 
duce the eggs, it will at the same time 
tiring about an early decline. Hut by 
working for a strong winter crop we 
gat the bulk of our eggs at a certain 
reason and the hen has the rest of 
the aeason to recuperate.

The trap-nest ased by the Maine 
experiment station Is 21 
IS Inches wide and 1* 
without front, end or cover A divi- 
sion board, with a circular 
7H Inches In dlamster. is 
across the box 12 Inches 
rear end and IS Inches from the front 
end. .

The front portion of the nest has 
no fixed bottom, but Instead there Is 
a movable bottom or treadle hinged 
at the back.

SUCCESSOR ENTERS CAPITAL 




London, Knglnnd, Feb. 
Menelik of Abyssinia In 
Ing to a dispatch received hern from 
Addis Abeba Ilia successor, Priooe 
Lidj Jeassu, one of bis grandsons, en- 
tered the capital Sunday with great 
pomp. 

No official confirmation bau been 
received here of the death of Mcnellk, 
who several times has been reported 
dead. Prince I.idJ Jeaasti, who In said 
lo have entered the Abyssinian capi- 
tal aa the new emperor. Is only seven 
teen yeara old. He was selected some 
year* ago by Menelik ns his successor. 
He is a youth of great intelligence, son 
of Kas Michael, a powerful prince and 
governor of three Abyaslnlau prov- 
ince*. whose wife was Menelik >« 
daughter. Udl JeasKU speaks Rnglish. 
French und German and has been In- 
structed by Kii rot ii -mi tutors. 

There have been many rumors: the 
last five years of Menelik's death It 
was reported at one time that the fact 
was being suppressed and Hint the 
empress was conducting the affairs of 
the Abyssinian kingdom until Uo>i 
Jeassu waa old enough to take the 
government Into hlB own hands. This 
was denied officially. At tho beginning 
of lust year Menelik was reported to 
he paralyzed below the waint and 
thero hns been uncertainty ftlnrrr then 
na to whether lie was dead or alive 

The kingdom of Abyssinia has ;i 
population of S,000,0l»0 and poaseiises 
a powerful army.
